Whooping Cough Is a 
Disease Greatly to Be 
Avoided, for It May 


Cause Trouble Later in 


HOOPING cough is another 
one of-the diseases of child- 
hood, which many persons think 
a child nmust have before he can 
grow up: The doctors wish it 
LENO could be 
wiped off the 
face of the 
earth, so that 
they never 
will be called 
upon to treat 
another case 
of it. It prob- 
ably does not 
cause as 
many deaths 
as measles 
and its com- 
plications. but 
itissurely 
oneofthe 
most dis-. 
tressing and anxiety - producing 
aiseases of children. 

It, with its accompaniment of 
-broncho-pneumonia, causes many 
deaths of children under three 
years of age. After that age, it is 
not very fatal. No one knows in 
how many children the founda- 
tion for the later development of 
hernia, chronic bronchitis. mid- 
alc ear disease. sinus trouble. 
asthma, and weakened conditions 
in various parts of the body is 
laid by the occurrence of inflam- 
mation of the nose and throat 
tissues and the violent paroxysms 
of coughing. 

Many eyes are ruined by the 
rupture of small blood vessels in 
the eye during the coughing seiz- 
ures. Ear drums have been rup-

T IS a disease to be avoided and 
not sought. It occurs in adults 
who have not had it previously, 
but there is not much danger 
after the age of twelve or fifteen 
years.

1urom school. 

The child is quite weak and 

susceptible to coughs for a long 
time afterward. Indeed, any cold 
results in a cough similar to 
whooping cough for a long time, 
often for many years. 
_ It is carried from a person hav- 
ing it to others by direct contact 
with the discharges from the nose 
2nd throat or by droplets coughed

Whooping cough is a catarrhal 
inflammation of the membrane 
of the nose, throat, larynx and 
the bronchial tubes. The time be- 
tween exposure and ‘development 
of the disease is from seven to 
fifteen days, though it may be 
less. 

We refer to the disease as hav- 
ing three stages. In the first or 
catarrhal stage, some fever is

tions of a cold. A bronchial cough 
Jasts for about ten days to two 
weeks. This is the stage of most 
active contagion. 

Then the second, or paroxysm- 
al stage. commences in which 
‘paroxysms of coughing occur 
more or le:3 often.
